THE FLAHDEBS POPPY 

Some of the boys reliirniiit! from tlie war are said to lie hru\n 
in(? honii' with theiii soods of the Plaiidere poppy— made immortul 
by the poem, "lii Flanders field tlie poppies Mow, between the croMes 
row on row," and so on, says the Columbus Dispiiteh. It is a scnti- 
montal thins for the hoys to do, but there are other things than sen- 
timent to be considered. AVe do not know to what extent the Fland- 
ers poppy will grow in this country, but it grows in Europe to such 
an extent tliat it is a nuisanee, and is not ennsiilerod n flower at all. 
but a rank weed, although there is no discount as to its beauty. 

The correct name of the Flanders poppy is papaver rhaeas, or 
corn poppy. It firows like wild mustard in this eountry, having a 
small early-ripening seed, and it ean not he exterminated. It grows 
in great profusion in grain fields, and the seeds ripen and shatter be- 
fore the grain is liarvestcd.

In 
fact, it flourishes all over Europe, but in Flanders it seems to do 
better than anywhere else. , Its hrilliant red color stainini: wlmle 
areas where great battles have been foiig^it, has given an uncanny 
oapeet to the country, and surrounded the plant with a sort of super, 
stition. It is said to have sprung up for the first lime after the bat- 
tle of Waterloo, npon that sanguinary field. l)ut such is, of course, not 
the case. It sprung up in the fields all right, and it will spring up on 
the fields made sacred by the blood of our own hoys. Hut it has ne 
connection with war, and it blooms reg.ii'dless of whether there have 
been battles won or lost, or no I attics at all.

OrleanH, France, .Ian. IC, IHllt. 
My dear Rev. A. F. SUhl: 

Just a few days ago I received your 
very welcome letter of October 26, is. 
AlthoiiRh the letter arrived somewhat 
Inte yet 1 iipprectated rondlriK » over 
and over. I'ndoubtedly you liavc lioar(t 
of my misfortune wlildi occurred on 
October 30. I presume that some one 
at my home had told you the same m 
detail. So I will not repeat word for 
word, the circumstances and move- 
mentH that lead to the time when I 
was wounded. 

It was only twoivc days before the 
armistice was signed however bucIi 
WEB my luclt. At that time I was in 
the Argonne Forest on the Meuse riv- 
er. FlKlillnR here was vety hard, 
nevprllielesH we readied tlic Koal. The 
wound which I sustained Is In my 
rlRht thigh, caused by a high explo- 
sive shell. 

On November 8 T arrived at Base 
Hospital 202 where 1 am up to pres- 
ent (late. After the operation I was 
soon on tlie wav to rceovery. Mv 
wound Is not yot healed completely 
but in about two weeks I will be well 
a^ain. Since I had no fracture nor 
break of bone, there was no danger 
of losiuK my lep. 

In resards to your statement ttiat 
fighting is no play nor a l}cf()re 
breakfast job, I must say tliat It Is 
really so and quite often there was 
no brakfast at all. We came to put 
an end to the bloody struggle and we 
rely playeil our part well. Af tinies 
the struKulc soomod bard, himRcr, fa- 
tlKue and cold would encounter iii. 
Nevertheless one and all we pulled 
through. The sight of onr comrades 
falling gave us new courage and 7e:>i 
to subdue the dirty Huns. Whenever 
temptations rnennntered us, we wonM 
think of onr lieloved friends ;it hoire 
My division had tiesun (iKlitini; on tlie 
Swiss border. We then entered the 
St. Mihiel drive, and later on began 
flphtlUR in the Argonne Forest While 
drlvluK the Boche out of this Forest 
my work ciuIimI 

How well vou have iiroiiliesii"ii 
that the whole German nation would 
hold up her hands and say "Kamerad" 
iiefore I would receive your letter, 
true to the word. The work you folkp 
did at home and the prayers you said, 
U'ave new inspirations daily. Wo 
knew that were at least sacriflriii); 
pood homes, comfort and even lives 
for a Just and noble cause— flghtine 
for Democracy of the world at large, 
and now since the Allies are victor- 
ious, we are proud of our deeds for 
humanity. We have done our bit and 
done It well.
